Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the advantages obtained with the use of the claimed 
minicell display system, including the ability to screen large numbers of peptides, the ability to express large peptides 
of 300 amino acids, the higher affinity of binding obtained with the minicell expression system, the diversity of peptide 
sequences that can be displayed, the ability to distinguish between peptides that differ in their amino acid sequence 
and the ability to incorporate amino acid analogs into the fusion proteins. The examiner noted that while the Clark- 
Curtiss reference does not teach these advantages of minicells, the reference does teach that the minicells containing 
the Ion mutation provide the advantage of allowing for the synthesis of proteins having greater stability. Also discussed 
amending the claims to Include the limitation that the signal amino acid sequence consists of the first 213 nucleotides 
of the ORF of the 17K antigen of Rickettsia rickettsii (as encompassed by present claim 13). Applicants set forth the 
unexpected advantages obtained when using this particular signal sequence to express a fusion protein on the surface 
of the minicell . 
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
